On reoelpt of Bureau telegram of the 28th 
ultimo, indicating that the SACCO-VAHZETTI Defense 
Committee wee calling for demonetrat ions by workers on 
Ootober 29, 30 and 31, this office got in touoh with 
other organizations in Cleveland who have under-cover 
operatives with a view to ascertaining what, if anything, 
might occur in this district. I was unable to ascertain 
that anything exceptional was planned by the sympathizers 
of this movement. Hor has any activity on the part of 
the sympathizers been called to my attention since the 
passing of those three days. 


Refer enoe also is made to your letter GFB-MIR 
of the 28th ultimo, stating that the defense oommittee of 
SACCO and VANZ2TTI has oiroulated considerable propaganda 
with a view to bearing on the final result of the case, 
and you desire that radical activities in this vioinity, 
especially during the Armament Limitation Conference, be 
olosely watohed and your offioe oommunicated with by wire 
should any information come to my attention.

^^^^^TnT^puoTicaTion is the offioial organ of the Sacoo- 
Vangetti Defense Committee of Boeton, Hass, Ton no doubt have 
noted in the daily press that Sacco and Vangetti were recently 
convioted of first degree murder in Massachusetts and there 
has been created in their behalf an extensive propaganda 
sponsored principally by anarchistic and ultra- radical organ- 
izations, both in the United States and abroad. This prop- 
aganda has demonstrated itself in the recent bombing of the 
American Ambassador's home in Paris, and in thi8 country has 
been deomonetrated by many meetings called for the purpose of 
raising funds in behalf of the two Italians oonvlcted. 

, In the last issue of the publication which was received 

by the party named above, there wae an article entitled, "Let 
the Mob Speak", which ie strongly anarchistic in tone and which 
leaves little doubt in the mind of a reader that the use of 
force and violence is to be employed if necessary by adherents 
of Sacoo and Vanzetti in demonstrating to the Amerioan public 
that they protest against the conviction. 

My purpoee in advising you of the name of the party in 
your oity who has received copies of this anarchistic publication 
is to keep you informed of the individual who may be sympathetic 
with the aims of the anarchistic groups An the United States. 
Particularly at this time, with the calling of the Armament 
Limitation Conference in Washington, it would be most un- 
fortunate that any demonstration against any of the delegates 
of the government should take plaoe by a few misguided persons. 

• I shall indeed be glad to receive from you any infor- 

mation which you may be hble to obtain as a result of any in- 
vestigation whicji you see fit to make in the matter.

from the verdict of guilty on charges of murder will be 
decided by the Massachusetts Appellate Court on December 
first", and that "plans for a^campaign of protest .squall 
that carried out in the Mooney*" case, were decided upon b\ 
a meeting held at 201 West 13th street. New York City, at 
the invitation of the Amerioap, Labor Alliance, at which 
the Workers* Defense BnTBn, the Italian Committee for De- 
fense of Political Prisoners and other organizations were 
/represented," The notice further states that "according 
/ to present arrangements, the climax of the campaign y/ill 
X. dome on November 20th, when meetings will probably be hel

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A £- n t celled at the local office of the United Press,' 171 Tremont st., 
Boston, end from their night-man, -Lr. Dutcher, secured a copy of the 
report they sent their offices on October 27th, denying th a report whi a 
appeared in the Boston Telegram of the 26th, which had been copied by 
the New York Tribune. The United Press deniel from Boston reads as 
follows : 


"Eoston, Oot.27th. (United Press) Heports that 
Government agents had uncovered a Bed Plot to stage a 
three day reign of terror throughout the country as a 
protest against the conviction of Nicola Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzettl, self-confessed radicals, for murder 
were officially denied today by Charles A. Bancroft . 

5Tead of the Department of Justice Bureau here. 

"Humors began to fly thick and fast following the 
bombing of the American iiobassy in Paris by alleged 
synp&thi 2 6TS of Sac c o and y&nzs'fcti* Storiss ci dir© 
catastrophes to come were given color when State offi- 
cials added several guards to the regular force stationed 
in the State House. Humor had it that Governor Channing 
Cox has been threatened with death, but the Governor 
whose personal guard has not been increased, denied to 
the United Pjxjse that he has received any such threat. 

Col. Alfred i’oote. Commissioner of Public Safety, ad- 
mitted that his life has been threatened. These threats 
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the stores of explosives in the State as a result of the 
theft of seventeen sticks of dynamite from a contractor’s 
magazine in Hoxbury. (Lore) 10.45 a.m." 

"(Later) The story of the coun try -wide Bed campaign 
of terror, which was published by "a pap er' h'e'rVy ester dayf 
Was flatly denied by the Pep artment of Justice officials 
today . Bancroft told- the United Press that the Department 
of Justice knov.’b of no international red plot to bor.tj nubile 
buildings all over America for a three-day period^ Ori icicJ ~ 
pointed out that in vi ev^ of the fact that Sacco and Vanactti 
who were charged with the murder of a shoe factory pa,Tr.uHter 
and hi* assistant, were convicted here, irresponsible 
persons were quick to seize upfcn anything in connection 
with the case tc start rumors. 
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"Judge Webster Thayer, who presided at the trial of 
the two radicals in the Superior Criminal Court in Dedham, 
said he has received no death threats. Be declined the * 
offer of a "body guard although the police placed a guard 
about bis home in Worcester. Arguments on a motion for a 
new trial for Sacoo and V&nzettl will be heard by Judge 
Thayer next Saturday, inceptions taken during the trial 
of the men may be filed with the Supreme Court. (10.50 am)" 


■o’rom the foregoing United Press notice it will be observed 
that the Boston office denied the story, lir. Dutcher informed Agent 
- . that the Boston Telegram carried the story on the evening of the 26th 
and that the Hew York Tribune apparently copied it on the 27th. The 
Boston Advertiser, a Kearfct paper, carried a similar story on the 27th. 

The item in the BOSTON TZLLGkjLL on October 26th, was cap- 
tioned "3 -DAY SACCO BO 13 PLOT IS i'CILBD ID BOSTON" and in the body of 
the story stated, in pert, as follows: 


"Discovery of an international plot by Sacco- Van setti 
sympathizers to dynamite public buildings all over Am-.rica, 
especially Department of Justice headquarters in all the 
p'r'i nc i pal cities , in a threo-day reign of terror scheduled 
for next Saturday, Sunday and Londey, hgs been unearthed 
*-«, through the investigations of federal Agents in Boston, ac- 
* cording to information received today by The Boston Telegram. 

"Boston department of justice officials have been 
particularly active in uncovering the conspiracy and taking 
steps to prevent it, in one of the most brilliant achieve- 
ments of the Secret Service since the war . 

"As a result, precautionary measures were today being 
taken by the state and local police and by every federal 
agency for protection of public property. In addition to 
a special cordon of guards placed around the otate House, 
the usual guard stationed there at night has been doubled 
and warnings are being sent to local authorities of threatened 
cities all over the United states. Concerted, prompt action 
on all sides, following the revelations of the conspiracy. 
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have already, it is believed, nipped in'the 'bud' the 
machinations of the ^eds*. x x x "

The article appearing on the 27th of October in Hearet , V^ 

Boston Daily Advertiser was, in general,of the same nature, stating, 

in pert, ae follows: 





" The U. S. Secret Service, in one of its most 
brilliant achievements since the wir, has discovered an 
international plot by -the 'reds 1 to dynamite^public~ W ild- 
lngs throughout the United states. ~x x x" 

Agent celled on Hr. Doherty, city editor of the Boston Daily

Advertiser, 309 Washington street, Boston, and he recalled that at the 
time the article was being written a question was raised as to the ad- 
visability of. publishing the ebove paragraph, for which they had no 
ground. It was, Hr. Doherty stated, a figment of imaginat ion on the 
part of the reporter, who secured certain facts at the State House from 
Col. jj’oote, Commissioner of Public Safety, and then added the above to 
lend color to the whole story. At this same time, Hr. HcGuirh, the 

reported responsible for the story came into the office, and upon being 

> 

ashed by the city editor where he secured the above information, re- 
plied Vrom the Telegram". Hr. Doh.rty stated his office secured no 

* 

information at all on the article from the Department of Justice. 
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Hr. Jones (colored), city editor of the Boston Telegram, was 
interviewed at his office at 91 Portland street, Boston. Upon being 
shown the article appearing in his paper on October 26th, he stated 
that one of hie reporters secured the information "from someone con- 
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neoted with the Departaent of Justice" but refused to give the name of 
person responsible for the- informat ion. He stated that, as - he recall e 
the reporter came to him and ashed him if he could use such a story, 
ee he got it from someone connected with the Department of Justice, ani 
he advised the reporter to write and it would be published. He, howwv 


steadf&etlv refused to pi vp the n* 4 Tne of the p«rcnn fnr^o^^r- + 
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formation. He was also asked for the name of the reporter, which he 
stated he would consider after talking the matter over with him, Ageni 
later called him on the telephone and he said that after talking the 
matter over with the reporter decided he would not give the name of th< 
reporter as in such esse the name of the person giving the information 
might be known.

publish a similar wildly lurid story. Also, Hr. Jones, from hie attiG 
tude in the matter, did not impress the writer as tellirm the truth, 
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A decision in the matter i* therefore awaited. 
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I attach hereto a copy of a report of Special Agent west 
of the Boston Office, ocrveriug the investi ratio n which was 
made of the story appearin’ Vk the press in the latter oart 
of October concerning. certain tctivities of the SACCO- 
'VAihdSTlI crowd and an atteopt f.’hlch was to be made to blow 
up the Department of Justioe in U3W Yorh. This story was 
purely fiction, but you direoted the Boston office to ascer- 
tain the sou roe of the same . The substance of the report 
is that Hr. Jones, editor of the Boston Telegram, which 
circulated the st or $ .stated that one of his reporters had re- 
ceived the information from a man oonneoted with the Depart- 
ment of Justice but refused to give the name of the person 
responsible for the information.
